Tue editorial in these columns last week in the matter of the 
banking business in relation to the Rural Municipality and its con. 
sequent effects on Didsbury business, caused a little flutter, but so 
far nothing seems to be doing towards getting together and taking 
such action as will overcome the different drawbacks to business 
Which we have brought to the attention of the people dwing the 
last few weeks. Is it because we are afraid that we will have to 
put our hands in our pockets for a few dollars to support a Board 
of Trade? We do not think so because we have been in a position 
to know that the business men of this town are generally generous 
enough when it comes down to giving financial support to any 
undertaking that is for the benefit of the town in its social or re 
ligious Jife. Then why not do the same for. something that wil! 
preserve the business life and perhaps add to it. Or, again, perhaps 
the business men feel that they have no time to look after these 
affairs. Well, why not get together and organize ani appoint two 
or three directors with a Secretary to take up these matters when 
they come to our attention. Tunis would take up very little time 
from any of us except perhaps of the Secretary, who should receive 
some remuneration for his services. Think these things over and 
get busy. 


Ir is not often we take up the larger questions of Dominion 
welfare in these columns, believing that the bigger papers have 
better means for discussing these matters than we have, and also

| The board recominends that sample

\fes be requested to grant facilities 
jfor taking samples at such points as

commissioa and the grain commission. 

Another suggestion is that there 
‘should be established jin Winnipeg a 
laboratory for testing the milling and 
baking qualities of the Canadian grain, 
This, the commissioners think. could 
be established in connection with the 
Winnipeg Agricultural College. Other 
recommendations ure that there 
should be one inspection at the head 
of the lakes instead of two; that there 
should be a reduction in the number 
of Inspector districts in the eastern 
division; that there shouki be a chief 
inspector for the western division; 
that a weighmaster should be uap- 
pointed for the western division to 
have charge of a weighing department 
and that a system of registration and 
cancellation of the warehouse receipts 
should be established. 

The report states that there are in 
\the west 2,225 country elevators with 
a capacity of 67,000,000 bushels. The 
work of inspecting these elevators is 
done by the deputy inspector, but ow- 
ing to their number it is impossible 
for him to do {it thoroughly and they 
can be inspected only on special occas- 
ions. The capacity of the terminal 
elevators at Fort William and Port 
Arthur is given at 27,820,400 bushels, 
as compared with 25,700,400 in 1911.
